This map shows a big improvement 


over the old plan of distribution. Th'e 
centra! portion of the city is far bet- 
ter protected both in the number of 
plugs and in the size of the mains. 


Tlje 
heaviest increase has 
been 


around the square. There are 75 plugs 
located in the territory bounded by

The new plan increases tbe size ot"

LIFE PRISONER 


Fourteen Years Old in Prison for Life 


For Crime of Arson. 


Probably one of the youngest girls 


to occupy a felon's cell in any peni- 
tentiary in the west is little Lizzie 
Cardish, a 14 year old Indian girl, 
who is serving a life's sentence in the 
Kansas state prison for arson com- 
mitted upon an Indian 
reservation, 


says the Leavenworth, Kas., corre- 
spondent of the St. Louis Republic. 
It would not have gone so hard with 
Lizzie had it- not been for the fact 
that she was an Indian and the law 
under which she was sentenced is an 
old one, which is to the effect that 
any Indian found guilty of arson oa 
government land shall serve a life's 
sentence. 


The little girl's crime was commit- 


ted in a fit of childish anger, because 
the Indian agent at the Menomines, 


lisllment. then, is a sure profit to the 
proprietor?"

jail, but the old Indian law stated 
specifically that a life's imprisonment 
should be the punishment for arson, 
so the girl 
was sent to the United 


States prison on the Ft. Leavenworth 
reservation.

HARLES M. JACOBS found Xew 


York city located on an island. 
He bored a number of holes un- 
der the rivers that surround It, 


and today it is situated on an island no 
more. 
One can now walk dry shod 


from the Jersey shore to Gotham—that 
is, if those in charge of the completed 
tunnels -\vjll let him. In the not dis- 
tant future he can go by rail from Jer- 
sey City to the middle of Manhattan. 
In a -few years he can take a train ii 
Chicago and never change cars until 
he lands in Brooklyn, having passed 
under the Hudson river, under the 
city of Xew York and under the East 
river in the journey. All this will have 
been made possible by Mr. Jacobs.

Jacobs is a human ground mole. If 


he lives long enough he will have 
through our chief city a system of sub- 
terranean and subaqueous passage- 
ways as thick as those of a real mole 
through a garden plot. 
Already he 


has six tunnels completed or under 


Mr. Jacobs was born in England. At 


one time he did engineering work in 
India. Later he helped to construct the 
tunnel under the Thames river in Eon- 
don. 
He gained such a reputation as 


an .engineer that he attracted the at- 
tention of Austin Corbin of Xe-\y York, 
who was then dreaming of connecting 
New Jersey, Xew York and Brooklyn 
bj tunnel and forming a great ship 
harbor at Moutauk point. Jacobs was 
brought to Xew York to work out the 
plan. The result was a series of sur- 
veys that are now being substantially 
followed by the Pennsylvania. The dif- 
ference is that the Pennsylvania has 
cut out the Montauk idea and is tun- 
neling farther up the river than had 
been contemplated by Corbin, but in 
other ways the scheme is the same, 
even to the taking over of Corbin's old 
Long Island railway. The chief simi- 
larity of all lies in the fact that Charles 
M. Jacobs, the ruaii who worked out 
the details of the Corbin plan, is now 
the engineer in charge of the Pennsyl- 
v%uia's improvements. 


After coming to this countiy Mr. 


Jacobs was employed in several engi- 
neering projects, one of them ail im- 
portant enterprise in Brooklyn. 
He 


next drove the first subaqueous tunnel 
in the region of New York, a gas tun- 
nel ten feet wide and eight feet high, 
under tlie East river from Astoria 
N. Y., to Xew York city. At one point 
in this work aa interval of very treach-

beneath the North river. Of all 


these he is in direct charge. He has 
completed one under the East river 
and is consulting engineer ou four 
more. 
For two other tubes beneath 


the East river, those at the Battery, he 
made the original surveys. In addi- 
tion he had much to do with making 
tbe surveys for the New York sub- 
ways, both the completed and project- 
ed ones. He is easily the king of tun- 
nel engineers. 


Resembles Bismarck. 


In appearance he looks like Bis- 


marck. His head is large aud bald, 
with a white fringe of closely cropi>ed 
hair. His eye is brown, steady aud 
luminous. His nose is strong and of 
pronounced Roman type. His mouth is 
shielded under a handsome white mus- 
tache, curled slightly at the ends. De- 
spite his^ag«». which is iu the neighbor- 
hood of sixty, his checks are rosy and 
full and his forehead without wrinkles. 
He is above the average height but is 
so broad and muscular that he does 
not seem so tall. He carries himself 
with military crectness, yet has the 
slightly abstracted air of those who 
think much. He speaks quietly in a 
mellow, well modulated voice and nev- 
er appears excited or disturbed. Tbere 
is nothing effusive about him. He is of 
the type that would unconsciously pass 
acquaintances by without speaking, yet 
there is no trace of snobbishness ap- 
parent in his makeup. He refuses ab- 
solutely to talk of himself or to permit 
liis subordinates to do so. yet i« ever 
free to speak courteously, thoush 
guardedly, of bis work. He is the sort 
of man that gives tb<- impre.-sion of 
great reserve power. Without ostenta- 
tion, he yet seems to II.TV" perfect con- 
fidence in himself an<3 to be ma«1er of 
whatever it- has in baud.

By 
prompt action aud superior general- 
ship, however, Mr. Jacobs succeeeded 
in overcoming the difficulty. In driv- 
ing this tube work was begun simul- 
taneously from both shores, the two 
bores meeting under the middle of the 
river. In this type of engineering a 
very slight error at' the beginning is 
multiplied many fold at the end. But 
so accurate had been the plans in the 
gas tunnel that the tubes met with a 
variation so slight as to be negligible. 


Twenty Workmen Drowned. 


For 
over 
twenty 
years Jacobs 


dreamed of driving a tunnel under the 
North river. The first effort at putting 
i tube beneath it was made by Trenor 
W. Park and several other capitalists 
who had made most of their money in 
California. Actual work began in J870 
and was carried forward to a point 
where the compressed air used in the 
operation blew out a hole in the l»ottoin 
of tbe river aud twenty workmen were 
drowned. 
After this tbe effort lan- 


guished and finally was abandoned- 
Millions bad been put into the hole. It 
remained there. 


An English company next took up 


the work, but on approaching a ledce 
of rock it also gave up. Engineers then 
said tbat it was impossible to con- 
struct a tunnci under the North river. 
Jacob's, who had become inicT-ested, 
however, did not .'.bare their po>»iznls- 
1k- views. Finally in iflfe br got a 
New York lawyer named William G. 
McAdoo, formerly from (ieorcia. to

threatened to break the roof of the 
bore an intense heat was turned ou to 
the mud. with, tlie result thut the whole 
muss was burned and burdened Juto a 
bricklike consistency. At still another 
stage a ledge of rock was encountered 
iu the lower part of the tunnel, while 
Jhe upper part of the bore was protect- 
ed by nothing but the oozy :uiU unsta- 
ble silt. This obstacle was overcome 
by pushing out au apron, or roof, to 
shield the men while they blasted 
through the fliutlike rock. 
To meet 


and prove equal to occasions such as 
these took a determined man. 


This tube, which is known as the 


north trolley tunnel, was the first to be 
completed under 
the- Hudson, and 


Charles M. Jacobs, who for over a 
score of years had planned for it and 
dreamed of it, had the proud privilege 
of being the first man to walk dry shod 
from Jersey to Manhattan. Few war- 
riors have achieved greater victories. 


Unprecedented Speed In Tunnel Work. 


Iu constructing the twin tube, kuown 


as the south trolley tunnel, Mr. Jacobs 
invented a new method. It should be 
explained here that in driving these 
tubes great cylindrical shields are useU 
of the exact size of the bore. 
These 


shields have a cutting edge in frout 
and hinged doors in the forward bulk- 
head, through which the dirt is taken 
out and removed. The shield is driven 
forward by hydraulic power for a dis- 
ance of two feet at each shove. Then 
a section of the tunnel wall, consisting 
of a ring of iron two feet wide, is bolt- 
ed in behind the advancing shield. To 
overcome the great pressure of the 
mud and the immense weight of the 
river above, compressed air is used, 
sometimes amounting to forty pounds 
pressure, or nearly three atmospheres. 
The new feature introduced by Jacobs 
dispensed with taking out the dirt 
through the forward doors. In other 
words, he actually pushed the mud out 
of the way in the same manner thai 
the soil is pushed aside by a stake 
driven into the earth. 
This method 


greatly facilitated the work. 
In por- 


tions of this second tunnel forty to 
fifty feet advance was made each day. 
Such a speed jvas unprecedented in 
tunnel work. 


This invention practically revolution- 


ized subaqueous tunneling. Before it 
was made soft mud was considered 
the most unpromising material through 
which to drive a tube. It rendered the 
work slow and dangerous. Now the 
peril is largely eliminated, and more 
rapid progress can be made than 
through any other sort of material. 
Uader the new method Mr. Jacobs did 
not exactly go into a hole and pull the 
hole in after him, but he did go into a 
hole and push the hole on ahead of 
him. 


These two trolley tunnels are now 


being driven under the streets of New 
York. Here again Jacobs has shown 
superiority over old methods. Instead 
of disturbing the surface and leaving 
the streets torn up, as was the case 
with the first subway, he is boring his 
way far beneath the surface of Sixth 
avenue, and those above unless they 
read of it do not even know what is 
oing forward in the underworld. 


Bridge Built Under a River. 


But the greatest invention made by 


Mr. Jacobs is that in connection with 
the two tunnels he is driving under the 
Hudson for the Pennsylvania railroad. 
This is nothing less than a bridge made 
not over but under the river. It is ne- 
cessitated by the fact that the soft 
mud or silt beneath the Hudson is not 
considered sufficiently stable to bear 
the great weight of railroad trains. In 
the case of the lighter trolleys it was 
different. 


To overcome the new difficulty Ja- 


cobs contrived a system of iron screw 
pilings or piers to be sunk through the 
mud at the bottoms of the Pennsylva- 
nia tunnels and driven down until they 
rest on bedrock. These pilings will 
bear the weight of the tracks. 


In addition to the work he is doing 


for the Pennsylvania this greatest of 
tunnel engineers is in charge of two 
more trolley tubes that are being driv- 
en for the Hudson company farther 
down the river. 


A little while ago he was also 


called into consultation by Mayor Mc- 
Clcllan to report ou the condition of 
the two subway tunnels being driven 
from the Battery to Governors island 
under the mouth of the East river. To 
add to all his other duties, he is con- 
sulting engineer on the four Pennsyl- 
vania tubes being driven under the 
East river at a point higher up. In 
connection with these four tunnels it 
was recently reported, by the way, 
that a very serious difficulty had been 
encountered and that Mr. Jacobs had 
been sent to Europe to perfect plans 
for overcoming; it 
The only improba- 


ble part of tbe story is that Charles 
M. Jacobs would not go to Europe 
•when lie had a thing like that to face. 
He would remain on the ground and 
work out the problem for himself. 
However that may be, it remains a 
fact that he is connected with the 
building of twelve subfluvial tunnels 
alx>nt New York besides a number of 
subways and undeijrroiind railways 
through Mflnbaltaii i.«lan«L Whatman 
In the wof^l is in <-lwrce of a more 
stupendous or a mor-- difficult work?

The cost of li:i\ing houv or apart- 


ment windows of ordinary size cleaned 
l»y professional window cleaners la 
about 30 cents a window. So a man 
living, say, In an apartment having 
ten windows would pay $1 for having 
his windows cleaned: if he had them 
cleaned twice a month $2 and if once 
a week $4 a mouth—not a matter of 
very serious moment. 


But when it comes to big buildings, 


with 
many 
windows, the window 


cleaning question may easily be a very 
different proposition. 
The most re- 


cently opened of the city's great mod- 
ern hotels has about 3,300 windows. 
Obviously if It cost 30 cents each to 
have these windows cleaned the cost 
of a single cleaning of them would 
be ?350. 


If they were cleaned twice a month 


at that cost the expense would be §700 
a month, or $8,400 a year, and to clean 
them once a week at 10 cents a win- 
dow would cost annually $18,200. 


As a matter of fact, the expense is 


much less than that, but still the actual 
cost of the work, done partly by con- 
tract and partly 153- the hotel's own la- 
bor, 
amounts to a sum that many a 


man would be glad to have for a salary 
or to have added to his annual income. 


The cleaning of the windows of this 


great hotel from the ground floor up to 
and including the parlor floor is done 
by contract by a window cleaning 
concern. On the twenty floors above 
the parlor floor the window cleaning 
is done by men employed on the sev- 
eral floors, a man on each looking aft- 
er the windows on that floor. 


For its part of the work the window 


cleaning concern sends eight men, and 
the number of men employed by the 
hotel that work on the windows on the 
higher floors is twenty. Thus It takes 
a considerable part of the time of 
twenty-eight men to keep the windows 
of the big hotel in order, and the an- 
nual cost of the work of this one sim- 
ple item of window cleaning is here 
about $0,500.—New York Sun.

come tax committee by Mr. Mallet, 
one of the commissioners of inland 
revenue.
